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INTRODUCTION 

• 

Effective  January  1 , 1 985,  Public  Act  83- 
1473  requires  the  Secretary  of  State  Police  to 
physically  inspect  all  rebuilt  vehicles  before  a 
REBUILT  title  can  be  issued. 

The  purpose  of  these  inspections  is  to 
identify  any  stolen  essential  parts  and  review  all 
required  documentation.  These  inspections  are 
not  intended  to  certify  the  safety  or  road 
worthiness  of  the  vehicle  or  the  quality  of  its 
workmanship.  Each  vehicle  inspection  requires  a 
separate  $75  fee. 

Anyone  needing  to  submit  a vehicle  for 
inspection  should  telephone  the  Secretary  of 
State  Police  headquarters  in  their  area  to  arrange 
an  appointment.  A list  of  offices  for  each  area  of 
the  state  is  included  in  this  pamphlet.  Aftercon- 
firming  an  appointment,  the  applicant  may 
purchase  a "48  hour"  registration  permit,  if 
needed,  at  the  nearest  drivers  license  examina- 
tion facility. 

DOCUMENTATION 

The  following  documents  are  necessary 
and  must  be  presented  before  the  inspection 
can  begin: 

1.  Properly  completed  application 
for  a REBUILT  Certificate  of  Title 

(standard  field  application) 

2.  Properly  assigned  Salvage  Cer- 
tificate or  other  proper  ownership 
document 

3.  Properly  completed  Salvage  Af- 
firmation, which  identifies  all 
essential  parts  that  have  been 
changed 

4.  Bills  of  sale  or  uniform  invoices 

for  all  essential  parts  changed 


FEES 


All  fees  must  be  paid  by  check  or  money 
order.  CASH  WILL  NOT  BE  ACCEPTED. 

The  following  fees  must  be  submitted  before 
the  inspection  can  begin: 

1.  A separate  check  or  money  order 
for  $75  payable  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  inspection 

2.  A separate  check  or  money  order 
for  $3  payable  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  title  application 

All  fees  and  documentation  will  be  retained 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  Police  for  processing. 
An  additional  $75  fee  will  be  charged  each  time 
a vehicle  must  be  inspected  in  order  to  pass. 
Upon  successful  completion  of  the  inspection, 
a REBUILT  title  will  be  issued. 

INSPECTION  PROCEDURES 

Before  the  inspection  isconducted,  allfees 
and  documents  will  be  examined.  The  inspec- 
tion will  not  be  conducted  if  any  fees  or  documents 
are  incomplete,  incorrect  or  missing.  The  vehi- 
cle must  be  completely  rebuilt  and  its  exterior 
must  be  clean.  The  applicant,  who  will  drive  the 
vehicle  on  and  off  the  hoist,  will  not  be  allowed, 
however,  in  the  inspection  area  during  the  in- 
spection. 

The  applicant  may  be  instructed  to  remove 
certain  parts  before  arriving  at  the  station.  Dur- 
ing the  inspection,  some  vehicle  parts  will  be 
removed  to  allow  examination  of  the  VIN  and 
VIN  derivatives.  Those  numbers  include: 

• Public  VIN 

• Federal  sticker 

• Engine  number 

• Transmission  number 

• Frame  number 

Any  vehicle  bearing  a VIN  or  VIN  derivatives 
determined  to  be  stolen  will  be  impounded 
immediately  and  held  for  evidence.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Illinois  Vehicle  Code  mandates  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  Police  physically  inspect  all 
salvage  vehicles  that  are  eight  model  years  of 
age  or  newer  before  a REBUILT  title  may  be  is- 
sued. 

The  purpose  of  this  inspection  is  to  identify 
essential  parts  and  review  all  required  documen- 
tation. THESE  INSPECTIONS  ARE  NOT  IN- 
TENDED TO  CERTIFY  THE  SAFETY  OR 
ROAD-WORTHINESS  OF  THE  VEHICLE  OR 
THE  QUALITY  OF  THE  WORKMANSHIP  IN 
THE  REBUILDING  PROCESS. 

Before  being  brought  to  the  salvage  inspec- 
tion station,  all  vehicles  must  first  be  taken  to  a 
Department  of  Transportation  Safety  Testing 
Lane  and  must  pass  the  safety  test. 

Any  person  needing  to  submit  vehicles  for 
inspection  should  contact  the  Secretary  of  State 
Police  Inspection  Station  to  arrange  an  appoint- 
ment. Check  the  back  side  of  this  brochure  to 
determine  which  station  handles  the  county  in 
which  you  reside. 

A licensed  rebuilder  may  drive  the  vehicle, 
or  have  it  driven,  to  the  Inspection  Station  pro- 
viding the  vehicle  is  properly  registered  with  valid 
dealer  plates,  a free  72-hour  permit  or  a 48-hour 
permit  obtained  from  a Secretary  of  State  facility 
for  a $5  fee. 


DOCUMENTATION 

The  following  documents  and  information 
must  be  presented  before  the  inspection  can  be- 
gin: 

1.  Properly  assigned  SALVAGE  CERTIFI- 
CATE in  the  name  of  the  rebuilder  exactly 
as  it  appears  on  the  rebuilder's  license. 
Upon  arrival  at  the  station,  the  odometer 
reading  must  be  noted  on  the  application. 

2.  Properly  completed  application,  in  the  name 
of  the  rebuilder,  for  a REBUILT  TITLE. 

3.  Properly  completed  SALVAGE  AFFIRMA- 
TION which  identifies  all  essential  parts  that 
have  been  replaced  on  the  rebuilt  vehicle. 

4.  The  original  uniform  INVOICES  (bills)  for  all 
essential  parts  changed;  JUNKING  TITLES/ 
APPLICATIONS,  in  the  name  of  the  re- 
builder, for  vehicles  from  which  essential 
parts  have  been  used  to  rebuild  the  salvage 


vehicle. 

5.  DOT  VEHICLE  INSPECTION  REPORT  and 
a properly  affixed  non-expiring  sticker. 

6.  Driver  of  the  salvage  vehicle  to  be  inspected 
must  possess  a VALID  DRIVERS  LI- 
CENSE. 

FEES 

All  fees  must  be  paid  by  check  or  money 
order.  NO  CASH  WILL  BE  ACCEPTED.  The 

following  fees  must  be  submitted  before  the  in- 
spection can  begin: 

1 . A separate  check  or  money  order  payable 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  $75  inspec- 
tion fee. 

2.  A separate  check  or  money  order  payable 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  title  fee. 

All  fees  and  documentation  will  be  retained 
by  the  Inspection  Station  for  processing. 

INSPECTION  PROCEDURES 

The  inspection  will  not  be  conducted  if  any 
fees  or  documents  are  missing,  incomplete  or  in- 
correct. 

The  salvage  vehicle  must  be  completely  re- 
built and  in  good  operating  condition,  and  its  ex- 
terior, engine  and  transmission  areas  must  have 
been  thoroughly  cleaned. 

The  driver  of  the  vehicle  will  drive  it  on  and 
off  the  hoist  and  into  and  out  of  the  inspection 
area  but  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  in- 
spection area  during  the  inspection. 

During  the  vehicle  inspection,  some  parts 
may  be  removed  to  allow  examination  of  the  ve- 
hicle identification  numbers.  These  numbers 
may  include  but  are  not  limited  to: 

• Public  VIN  • Engine  number 

• Transmission  number  • Frame  number 

• Body  number  • Mylar  stickers 

• Federal  stickers 

Any  vehicle  or  part  bearing  identification 
numbers  determined  to  have  been  removed,  al- 
tered, falsified,  destroyed,  mutilated,  tampered 
with  or  stolen  may  be  impounded  immediately 
and  held  for  evidence  in  accordance  with  Sec- 
tion 3-308  of  the  Illinois  Vehicle  Code.
